James Cranwoll was 
fonutl guilty of the murdor of his para- 
mour, and flentoncod t.i bo hanged; and 
tho same aontonoe was )>assed on William 
Worthingtou for killing his wife. John 
Ohatfield. alaborer, ap'-d sisty-fivo years 
was conviotodof killiiu; his wite by kick- 
ing hor, v^•as sontonce'l 'o twenty yearH. 
n-jgh Daley was convi. -ted of tho mur- 
der of a man, whom no beat to dnaih 
with a Tioker, and wa-^ r-cii tuiiced to death. 
Three men were convi itid of tho murder 
of a man who had oiT' ndod them by re- 
fusing to give them s].i:p«nee"for a quart 
of BlB."nnd were sentenced to death; and 
Sarah Ann Liddoll. b married woman 
who had been de.sertcd by li^r husliand, 
was sontc'nced to bo liauiieiHor tho mur- 
der of her illogiinate eliiid. While thoBo 
mnrdoroi.s werebniuf^ tried and aeiitflneed 
— thirteen in a week — a schoolmaster in 
the military garrison at Purfleet commit- 
ted an outrage on one of his pnpild, aged 
only sis years, and then killed her.
